Commissionets’ Report 


In accordance with the Publie Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Coos County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of the County 
Farm, Jail, and House of Correction, and other County 
officers. 

During the past year we have continued our efforts 
to reduce the County expenses, and have succeeded to 
a large extent in accomplishing our goal and placing the 
County on a sound financial basis. 

The expenses of some of the departments have ex- 
ceeded our estimates especially the expenses of the 
County Solicitor. | 

In conducting some of his eases the results obtained 
does not seem to warrant the costs. It seems to us that 
in some instances we should have been consulted, perhaps 
the costs would have been less. 

We have continued to improve the breed of our 
cattle at the County Farm and still have one of the best 
herds of Holstein milch cows in the State. 

We wish at this time to call your attention to the 
condition of the Almshouse at the County Farm, it is 
crowded and the sanitary conditions are not of the best. 
‘The time is soon coming when a new building will have 
to be provided, and built on the best sanitary lines. 
There is need today of a hospital, a laundry and a potato 
cellar. 

We have had a larger number of prisoners at the 
jail the past year than for a number of years, which 
means an increase in the expenses of the institution. 
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We refer you to the report which will show you the 
financial condition of the County. 

In making investigations of cases asking for assist- 
ance we have used our best judgment, and have endeav- 
ored at all times to give aid where in our best judgment 
it was needed. 

The condition and care of children in need of County 
care 1s a growing one and is one of our most important 
departments. 

Owing to the increased cost of board and clothing 
it is one of the most expensive. It appears to the Com- 
missioners that some people of influence in different 
towns of the County, have been instrumental in having 
some children receive aid from the County that should 
have been supported by the town or by some charitable 
institution of the town where they were born, or by their 
parents or other relatives. 

The County Farm is a public institution, and is at 
all times open to those persons who desire to visit and 
inspect the institution. We welcome and invite every 
one who is interested in the public welfare of the County 
to visit the institution. They will always receive courte- 
ous treatment from the Commissioners and other County 
officers. 

We wish to thank the Selectmen and Overseers of 
the several towns for their cooperation with us in County 
affairs. |

The citizens 
have the right to expect that cases of this nature, shall 
be solved, whenever possible, and in my opinion the Com- 
missioners should seriously consider the advisability of 
entering into some arrangement whereby trained men 
shall be at the disposal of the Solicitor and Sheriff in such 
cases.
